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Reasons for Allowance 



1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1-15 have 
been found to be allowable since while the prior art of record teaches an apparatus for measuring 
wavefront aberrations of a microlithography projection lens but the prior art of record either 
alone or in combination, neither discloses nor makes obvious the combination of a lithographic 
projection apparatus and corresponding method, which is provided with an interferometric 
measurement system to measure wavefront aberration of the projection system including a 
grating , a pinhole, and a detector, along with a radiation system, a patterning support structure, a 
substrate table, a projection system, with particular functions and connections among those 
elements as recited in the instant claims. Applicant's arguments filed 6/9/03 are persuasive and 
incorporated herein by reference. Any conmients considered necessary by applicant must be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee.
